A loan shouldn’t 
be a life sentence

Raise your hand if 
you have student loan 
debt. Oh, that’s the 
majority of you? Color 
me not shocked. 

Like many stu- 
dents, I had to use 
a combination of 
scholarships and fed- 
eral loans to pay for 
college. Some would 
say I was fortunate 
to walk away with 
only about $15,000 
in student loan debt 
when I graduated. I guess that’s pretty true; 
these days college students are averaging 
$25,000, according to a recent Associated 
Press report. 

It’s a hefty sum a lot of students 
end up taking on to get an 
education they otherwise 
couldn’t afford. And un- 
less Congress steps in, 
it’s about to get a Lot 
heftier. ITiis sum- 
mer, when interest- 
reducing legislation 
expires, the rate on 
subsidised Stafford 
loans is scheduled to 
jump from 3.4 percent 
to 6.8 percent. That’s 
more than what many 
homeowners get for their 

mortgages! cettyimmes 

Hundreds of thousands of 
students have petitioned their repre- 
sentatives for a reprieve and, to his credit, 
President Obama has pressed Congress to 
stop the rate hike. The increase would save 
the government billions of dollars, but it also 
would mean thousands more in loan pay- 
ments for individual students. But at what 
cost to the country’s future? 

If you’re looking for a word to describe a 
situation that would result in some of the 
country’s brightest students (who happen 
to come from low-income homes) from 
attending the best universities, I believe it’s 
“outrageous.” 

Taking on that debt is something I did 
consciously I knew my family couldn’t afford 
my first-choice school, and I could easily 



have gone to a public university in my home 
state of Texas for next to nothing in compari- 
son. But once I got that acceptance letter 
from Northwestern, my stubborn attitude 
kicked in: I would attend this school, cost be 
damned. 

While I know the economy eventually 
will bounce back and the investment will pay 
off, there are a lot of recent graduates who 
are in the same situation as I am: freelancing 
or working part time, or they’re just unem- 
ployed and don’t have the good fortune of 
living at home or financial support from their 
parents. 

Between paying for rent, utilities, cell- 
phone plans, groceries and whatever else 
you need, a monthly loan payment can have 
you pinching pennies. I would know— I just 
applied for deferment on my Stafford 
loans because I’m working 
only part time. It’s a relief 
that I’ll be saving that 
money for now, but 
in reality, I still have 
a giant IOU note 
hanging over my 
head. 

Now we might 
make that burden 
even greater? 

TTie possibility 
of more loan debt 
is a factor in why I 
haven’t considered 
grad school, mostly 
because the prospect of 
sticking to Lean Cuisines and 
bottles of Two-Buck Chuck well into 
my 30s is just depressing. And the idea that 
loan debt would make anyone reconsider go- 
ing to their dream school is pretty unaccept- 
able. If this rate increase actually happens, 
new students will do exactly that . 

A high price tag is what stops us from 
buying new furniture or those pairs of shoes 
we clearly don’t need, but it shouldn’t prevent 
anyone from getting a degree at the college 
of their choice. It’s already next to impossible 
for the most recent generation of college 
grads to be financially responsible. There’s 
no need to continue the vicious cycle of 
overwhelming debt for incoming college 
students.

BITE REPORT 


Dog incidents declining 
but still are almost a daily 
occurrence in the city

Rats, cats, raccoons and bats made the list of 
animal bites the cit/s Commission on Animal 
Care and Control logged during 2011. Rut 
the most commonly reported cases of animal 
bites goes to the dogs. 

In fact, canines accounted for about 
98 percent of a little more than 1,830 bites 
that were reported in 2011, Nearly every day 
of the year saw at least one report of an animal 
bite, ranging from small scratches to major 
injuries that required hospitalization. While 
the Ixiop and the Near North Side saw rela- 
tively few reports of animal bite incidents in 
2011, city data shows a relatively even distri- 
bution of reports through Chicago’s North, 
South and Wfcst sides. 

Last year, the category that accounted for 
the largest percentage of bite reports was the 
pit bull, or mixes of that animal, at 26 percent, 
according to the cit/s designations for clas- 
sifying dogs. Types that couldn't be identified 
made up the second-largest group, at about 19 
percent. American pit bull terriers rounded 
out the top three at 13 percent. 

Bites were reported in a variety of loca- 
tions, from private residences to public parks, 


and made up less than 2010’s total of slightly 
more than 1,900. They were down 11 percent 
from 2009, said Brad Powers, assistant to the 
director of the Commission on Animal Care 
and Control. He credits that decline to in- 
creased public education initiatives. 

Powers noted that while certain types 
of dogs may seem to bite more than others 
based on the records, there are many factors 
to keep in mind. For one, he said, a dog’s type 
is logged based on the victim’s account or 
the police officer’s best interpretation of the 
animal, and may not always be accurate. Ad- 
ditionally because of a low compliance rate 
with city requirements that dogs must be 
registered, it’s impossible to know how many 
dogs actually live within city limits, let alone 
the numbers of each type of dog therein. Ac- 
cording to the most recent data from the Chi- 
cago City Clerks office, pit bulls or mixes of 
that animal account for about 4.5 percent of 
the 37,546 dogs registered dogs in the city 

Powers said the commission retains all the 
information for records but does not analyze 
data based on the type of dog. Additionally he 
said, the majority of the bites reported were 
from an animal to a neighbor or family mem- 
ber, and that bites from strays or strange dogs 
are relatively rare, 

'We enforce the city of Chicago municipal 
code equitably over all animal owners,” he 
said. “Regardless of the breed we are going to 
take action, whether issuing citations or hav- 


ing an investigation. ...The goal, the real focus 
of the investigation, is to identify the actions 
of the dog, regardless of the breed.” 

Powers said all incidents of animal bites arc 
investigated by an officer from the commis- 
sion. The outcome of an investigation varies 
and can include anything from banishing the 
animal, issuing the owner a citation or taking 
no action at all. In some cases, an animal can 
be declared “dangerous” by the city, subject- 
ing the owner to a number of special require- 
ments to keep the dog. Currently Powers 
said, about 140 dogs in the city have received 
such a designation. 

As for location, the 60629 ZIP code, which 
includes Chicago Lawn and West Lawn on the 
Southwest Side, saw the highest concentra- 
tion of bites with 95 in 2011. Two parts of the 
Loop, the areas covering ZIP codes 60606 
and 60602, saw the least with one apiece. 

The most common citations issued, he said, 
are for an owner having an unregistered dog 
and not having proper rabies vaccinations. 

“If those two things have occurred, it’s a pret- 
ty strong indication that your ability to control 
your animal has come into question,” he said. 

While the number of bites has declined, 
Powers said it still is important that animal 
owners know their responsibilities. 

“Even though we may have progressed in 
the past few years on dog bites, we need to 
increase education,” he said.

An off-duty Chicago Police detective shot a 
man and woman after he stopped to check 
out a disturbance in Lawndale on the West 
Side early Wednesday morning. 

Police said the man approached the detec- 
tive’s car with a handgun around r a.m. near 
the intersection of 15th Place and Albany Av- 
enue, The detective opened fire, hitting the 
man in the hand but also striking a woman in 
the head, according to police officials. 

Officers in the area, near Douglas Park, 
heard the gunfire and rushed to the scene. 
Police said the man was taken to Mount Sinai 
I Iospita! in good condition, but a condition 
on the woman was not available. 

Pat Camden, a police union spokesman, 
said the detective was in his car and stopped 
as he approached four people on the street 
who were causing a disturbance. 

When he told them to quiet down, they ap- 
proached his car and one of them raised a gun 
and pointed it at the detective, Camden said. 
'At that point he fired a couple of shots in fear 
for his fife,” Camden said. "He hit two offend- 
ers who ran from the scene.” 


Camden said the couple were found and 
taken to the hospital. 

Police News Affairs released a statement 
saying the detective rolled down the window 
of his car to investigate a disturbance “and ob- 
served a male offender approach him with a 
handgun. At that point, the offender pointed 
the weapon in the direction of the detective. 


The detective announced his office and, as a 
result of this action, the detective discharged 
his weapon from his vehicle striking the of- 
fender. The offender was transported to an 
area hospital. 

“Further investigation revealed a female 
subject sustained a gunshot wound and was 
transported to an area hospital. No other in- 


juries were reported.” 

Police did not say whether a weapon was 
recovered. 

The intersection of Albany and 15th Place 
was cordoned off with yellow and red tape 
after the shooting, and about a dozen police 
investigators, some holding flashlights, can- 
vassed the area on foot.

Chicago on Wednesday reached 100 ho- 
micides for the year-the fastest the city 
has hit this mark in at least seven years, 

RedEye and police data show. 

Seventeen homicides have been re- 
corded in the past week-including four 
each on Saturday and Sunday, a RedEye 
analysis of preliminary police information 
found. 

Chicago has not reached 100 homi- 
cides in March since 2004, when the city 
logged 106 homicides before April 1, according 
to police data. The city reached 100 homicides 
on April 26, 2011, RedEye data shows. 

Citywide, gunshot homicides were re- 
corded in the past week in Auburn Gresham, 
Chicago Lawn, Englewood, Gage Park, Greater 
Grand Crossing, Humboldt Park, the Near 
West Side, New City, Washington Heights, 

West Englewood, West Lawn, West Ridge and 
Woodlawn, data shows. 

In the last week, South Lawndale recorded 
three homicides, police data shows. 

On Wednesday, a man was fatally shot in the 



2800 block of South Kildare Avenue, officials 
said. On Saturday, a 6-year-old girl was shot to 
death in the 3100 block of South Springfield 
Avenue, police said. Three days earlier, a 
19-year-old man was fatally shot in the 3000 
block of South St. Louis Avenue, officials said. 

Meanwhile, a 58-year-old man was beaten 
to death Sunday in the 3500 block of West 
Lawrence Avenue in Albany Park, police said. 

Thirty-three homicides have been recorded 
so far in March. Police logged 22 homicides in 
March 2011, RedEye found.

Doctor: Soccer player 
was 'dead’ on the field 


Bolton Wanderers midfielder Fabrice Muamba did not respond to 
15 defibrillator shocks and was in effect dead for 78 minutes be- 
fore his heart started beating again, doctors who treated him have 
revealed. 

The 23 -year-old has improved significantly since suffering a car- 
diac arrest during an English FA Cup match Saturday but is still in 
intensive care with his condition described as serious. 

Muamba is responding to questions, however, speaking in both 
French and English, and has been joking with some of his visitors. 

Bolton’s club doctor, Jonathan Tobin, spoke for the first time 
Wednesday talking reporters through the severity of Muamba’s 
collapse and the frantic efforts made to save his life. 

Tobin said he and the other paramedics who rushed onto the 
field treated Muamba for a total of 48 minutes on the pitch and en 
route to London’s Chest Hospital, but it took another 30 minutes 
to restart the midfielder’s heart. 

“In effect he was dead in that time,” Tobin said. “Fabrice was in 
a type of cardiac arrest where the heart is showing lots of electrical 
activity but no muscular activity 

“It’s something that often responds to drugs and 
shocks. Now heaven knows why but Fabrice had, in to- 
tal, 15 shocks. He had a further 12 shocks in the ambulance.

And Tobin explained the exasperation he felt as he sprinted onto 
the turf, with the other medics on hand at the stadium, to try and 
save Muamba’s life with 40,000 people looking on. 

“I can’t begin to explain the pressure that was there,” he said. 
“This isn’t somebody that’s gone down in the street or been 
brought into accident and emergency As I was running onto the 
pitch I was thinking, ‘Oh, my God, it’s Fabrice.’ ”

It’s appropriate that WWE Superstar CM

Marshall, meanwhile, is 6 -foot-4, 2 3 ° 
pounds, with a 6-7 wingspan, a 37-inch verti- 
cal leap and five 1,000 yard seasons, or six 
fewer than the Bears have produced in 91 
years. He can run, jump, catch, block and has 
a body that would make Jerry Rice swoon. 
They don’t make YouTube reels featuring 
Bears receivers, unless you count Marshall, 
who has his own channel.

ARE THESE BARS WORTH A VISIT TO THE 
ELSTON AVENUE INDUSTRIAL CORRIDOR?

Chances are you’ve been to the not-quite-Bucktown/not-quite-Lincoln Park indus- 
trial corridor along the Chicago River at least once. And unless you’ve spent some 
time at music venue The Hideout, loitering around the Morton Salt plant or work- 
ing for the public sanitation department, you most likely haven’t lingered here. But 
thanks to two new bars— Ada Street from the owners of Lakeview’s DMKBurger 
Bar and Fish Bar as well as Estate Ultra Bar from a set of first-time bar owners— you 
might be getting lost in these parts more often, evanzandt@tribune.com i @redeyedrinks

all here. They’ve mapped it on their iPhones, 
gotten semi-creeped out by the deserted 
streets and nearly tripped over the step at the 
entrance to get here. When you do make it 
through that precarious doorway, you enter 
a drawing room/holding pen where a hostess 
will be happy to get you set up with your first 
round of drinks while you wait for a spot. 
Then it’s just a quick walk down a hall past a 
wall full of wine and vinyl record storage to 
the bustling dining room. 

The food: It may have the hours of a bar, 
but the big draw here may very well end up 
being the bites. The menu is true small plates 
with a hearty edge. The brussels sprouts ($4) 
dressed in soy sauce were crisp and flavor- 
ful, and the fried quail ($11) was ultra-crispy 
with a salty kick from the gravy (it’s a small 
portion, so go ahead and order two). Don’t 
miss the salmon tartare ($12), an indulgently 
creamy spread dotted with smoky bacon, or 
the desserts. Our waitress slyly suggested 
ordering both the brioche doughnuts ($7) 
ilong with the chocolate ganache with olive 
oil and sea salt ($7) so we could spread the 
fudgy chocolate on the doughnuts and ... 
well, there’s really nothing else to say here. 
The drinks: Decisions, decisions. Ada’s drink 
menu includes a short bottled beer list, 



plenty of wines by the glass or bottle and a 
dozen or so cocktails— and they all looked 
appealing. For Round 1 , 1 ordered All Tomor- 
row’s Parties (Fernet Branca, ginger beer and 
lime) while my friend chose All This Useless 
Beauty (gin, apple cider, lemon and bitters). 

I can’t drink Fernet Branca without think- 
ing of cough medicine (albeit very classy 
medicine). But my friend disagreed, finding 
it balanced and refreshing. Her gin mix must 
have been good as well, because it quickly

The scene: 

Since this

aren’t yet in full swing, my first impres- 
sions may change when the summer 
crowd arrives. Disclaimer aside, Estate 
really doesn’t seem to have a hold on what 
it wants to be. A long lunch and dinner 
menu of fancied-up American small plates 
screams “trendy resto,” but the look and 
name skew clubby Only the terrace seat- 
ing was open when I stopped by and the 
views are wholly unimpressive (unless you 
want to stare at the Division Street bridge, 
a huge glowing Mercedes-Benz sign or 
head to the parking lot, where you can 
actually see the skyline). But a promised 
rooftop gazebo area may prove to have 
better views come summertime. 

The drinks: A specialty cocktail called The 
Yachtsman ($12 and made with, gin, green 
chartreuse, maraschino liquor, lemon juice, 


simple syrup and a “lemon fireball,” aka 
lemon peel garnish) has a limit of three 
per person, so I naturally ordered one. It 
wasn’t horrible but was heavy on the lemon 
and syrup. The Life’s Too Short (named 
for the wacky bar that used to occupy 
this space) mixed tequila, Hum, yellow 
chartreuse, agave, ginger beer and hibiscus 
bitters ($10) to a similar too-sweet effect. 
But really who’s coming here for craft 
cocktails? The skinny cocktails ($9 per 
drink or $32 for a carafe) might see more 
action, but beers and shots on the roof 
probably are going to be the main draw 
The food: I so badly wanted to love 
something on the menu. But the roasted 
olives ($5) were bland, the shrimp cocktail 
($9 for three pieces) suffered from a not- 
totally-deveined shrimp and the harissa 
chicken ($9), a trio of roasted chili-spiced 
chicken legs, arrived still half-frozen 
(cooked through, but not fully reheated). 
Bottom line: If you’re looking for an outdoor 
spot in the area, I wouldn’t blame you for 
stopping by for a rooftop beer. But take your 
dinner and cocktailing business elsewhere. 



disappeared. The rich taste of Gonna Love 
You Until The Wheels Come Off (orange 
liqueur, chocolate-pear jam, lemon juice and 
bicarbonate) was just sweet enough, with 
a nice bite from the lemon. At $10 each, 
they’re well-crafted and easily stand up to 


the food. And really who can resist those 
cocktail names? 

Bottom line: The food rarely missed a beat, 
and the cocktails leave you wanting to try the 
rest of the menu. It’s crowded, loud, trendy 
and definitely worth the trip.

We Are Here To Help! Not Judge! 
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Kravitz returns to spotlight with 'Hunger Games’ 



The Fresno Bee 

Director Gary Ross knew he needed someone 
who was a super-cool trendsetter to play avant- 
garde stylist Cinna in “The Hunger Games,” 
which opens at midnight Thursday The first 
person he thought of was Lenny Kravitz. 

It wasn’t a completely out-of-the-box idea 
to offer the film role to the rock star. Before 
Kravitz began his four-time Grammy-win- 
ning recording career, he had done some act- 
ing while growing up in New York. His moth- 
er was Roxie Roker of TV’s “The Jeffersons.” 

Slipping into “The Hunger Games” charac- 
ter was easy for Kravitz. Although the char- 
acter is described as being quite gregarious, 
Kravitz decided he should play his wardrobe 
a little more low-key 

“The first question I had to answer was 
‘How far do you want to take this?’ When I 
told friends who had kids that I was doing 
this film and playing Cinna, they were like 
‘Oh yeah! He’s super-flamboyant and super- 
out there!’ I didn’t know at the time what the 
movie’s style was going to be,” Kravitz says. 
“We thought it would be interesting to pull 
him back and make him more like a Tom Ford 
or Yves Saint Laurent. 


“Cinna wears waistcoats, shirts and slacks 
and is very clean. The gold {on his eyelids] is 
his touch of the glam Capitol. He’s more sub- 
dued than I thought and I liked that.” 

It also helped that Kravitz knew “The Hun- 


ger Games” star Jennifer Lawrence through 
his daughter, Zoe Kravitz, who co-starred 
with Lawrence in “X-Men: First Class.” 

Kravitz could have returned to acting a 
long time ago. He’s had many offers during 


the 23 years he has been making records. But 
they all felt wrong to him. 

“They were stereotypical and weird. They 
were based on ‘Lenny Kravitz,’ someone with 
his dreads and his look to go do this thing that 
was just me. There really was no imagination,” 
he says. “I just forgot about acting and stuck 
with music because that’s what I do.” 

Director/producer Lee Daniels finally 
came up with an idea that was imaginative 
enough to make Kravitz think about return- 
ing to acting. The first project they talked 
about that would have starred Kravitz didn’t 
get off the ground. But Daniels remembered 
Kravitz for the role of Nurse John when he 
made “Precious.” 

That small role re-awakened an acting in- 
terest in Kravitz. 

“What I liked about the idea of acting was 
that my music is completely about me, self-in- 
dulgent. I play all the instruments. I write the 
songs. I produce the music. I liked being in 
this position of service, as corny as that might 
sound, of being there for the director to help 
bring out the character,” Kravitz says. “I don’t 
normally get somebody else telling me what 
to do, so I was really refreshed by that.”

Port of Morrow

The Shins’ fourth 
album, “Port of 
Morrow,” isn’t 
groundbreaking. 

It’s nice. 

“Port of 
Morrow” starts 

encouragingly enough with the intensely 
poetic “The Rifles Spiral” and the first single, 
“Simple Song,” which is anything but. The 
way “Simple Song” combines ’6 os Motown 
rhythms, ’70s rock bombast, ’90s alt-rock 
dynamics and a current lyrical sensibility 
shows how exceptional head Shin James Mer- 
cer’s mind is at building songs that are truly 
unique and inspirational. 

Although it’s unfair to expect everything 
on the album to meet such a high standard, 
the falloff from there is so steep that it’s hard 
not to feel disappointed. While the weird 
mix of skittering Radiohead percussion and 
jazz guitar rhythms on “Bait and Switch” is 
at least ambitious, if not necessarily suc- 



cessful, “It’s Only Life” is disconcertingly 
close to OneRepublic melodically, while the 
straightforward “September” is reminiscent 
of Crowded House. And as interesting as 
the lyrics of “No Way Down” are, the breezy 
music he pairs with them sounds like one of 
those anonymous British bands that rose up 
to follow in Lloyd Cole and The Commo- 
tions’ footsteps.

‘Raising Hope’ star’s debut as playwright opens Thursday

When Jackalope Theatre Company stages 
the world premiere of “The Last Duck” on 
Thursday and Friday playwright Lucas Neff 
probably won’t breathe a sigh of relief 

“I’m an expectant parent,” Neff said during 
a recent chat at the Coffee Studio in Ander- 
sonville. “I can’t wait to be a parent and have 
this kid, but at the same time Fm terrified of 
all the unknown things that could happen.” 

Neff stepped into the unknown when he 
was cast in the Fox comedy “Raising Hope” 
in 2010, just two years after graduating from 
UIC’s performing arts program and the 
School at Steppenwolf. 

For two seasons now he has played Jimmy 
Chance, the single father of Hope on the se- 
ries that co-stars Martha Plimpton, Garrett 
Dillahunt, Shannon Woodward and Cloris 
Leach man. 

In his downtime from the series, the hum- 
ble 26 -year-old has been honing another ar- 
tistic pursuit: writing plays. “The Last Duck,” 
he says, is “maybe the sixth or seventh play 
that I’ve written ... and maybe the first decent 
one.” 

“The Last Duck” tells the story of an ac- 
tor, Gerry, who visits the lake house of a play- 
wright, Royall, to inquire about renting it. 
Through the course of one evening, and the 
roughly 90 -minute play, Gerry and Royall 
“engage in a battle of whiskey and wits,” ac-

cording to information from Jackalope. The 
story is set in Chicago, which was important 
for Neff, who grew up in Andersonvillc. 

“It’s a very Chicago play and it’s a very ‘me 3 
play, I guess, because it’s about a Chicago 
writer and a Chicago actor,” he said. He start- 
ed writing the play as a self-portrait exercise 
that split his two artistic selves. But it quickly 
went in unexpected directions. 

“It sort of becomes like a morality play rt 
Neff said, adding that it asks questions such 
as, “If you’re put in a very difficult situation, 
what would you do? Would you be guided by 
your moral principles or those other, less he- 
roic qualities?” 

The cast consists of just two actors, An- 
drew Burden Swanson and Pat Whalen, who 
will rotate the roles of Gerry and Royall, cre- 
ating two distinct versions of the play and 
the need for a two-night “world premiere,” 
Because the actors had to learn both parts — 
“I’m so happy to not be up there onstage try- 
ing to do this,” Neff joked— director Marti 
Lyons and the company have been working 
on the show since January Neff drove back to 
Chicago after the current season of “Raising 
Hope” wrapped in late February to join the 



production, 

Lyons said NcfPs been a great collabora- 
tor, both answering questions about his work 
and gaining insights into the play through 
others. “It’s been very inspiring and energiz- 
ing to have him in the room, because it’s a 
gamble,” said the director, who also serves as 
literary manager and company dramaturg for 
I^ookingglass Theatre Company, “But we all 
feel like weVe won.” 

Neff feds like he’s won, too, since having 


his work staged is a “dream come true,” But 
he’s under no illusion it will lead to an exciting 
new career as a playwright. 

*Just to see something that was at one point 
just a little thought in your head become flesh 
and blood in front of your eyes is kind of scary 
and cool,” he said, “As far as how big it is out- 
side of a personal level, I don’t know. A lot of 
that will depend on how much people love it 
or hate it.”

From page to stage

Does the term “literary rock ‘n’ roll” sound 
like an oxymoron? When you hear the word 
“reading,” do you think of a self-important 
blowhard droning on while you snooze? 

Each year since 1996, the Fiction Writing 
Department of Columbia College Chicago 
aims to change those perceptions with Story 
Week, a literary extravaganza where top au- 
thors from Chicago and around the world 
make stories come alive. 

The centerpiece event— Literary Rock & 
Roll— features readings this year from a trio 
of America’s most visceral storytellers, all 
guaranteed to keep you on the edge of your 
seat: best-selling author and Mixed Roots 
Film & Literary Festival co-founder Heidi 
W Durrow (“The Girl Who Fell from the 
Sky”), Columbia College Fiction Writing De- 
partment acting chair Patricia Ann McNair 
(“The Temple of Air”) and author and film- 
maker John Sayles (‘A Moment in the Sun,” 
“Passion Fish,” “Lone Star”), followed by live 
music from orchestral pop band Canasta. We 
checked in with all three authors to find out 
what they’re up to. 

From what are you reading at the Metro? 
Patricia Ann McNair: “The Temple of Air,” 
my collection of linked short stories in 
which a tragic accident happens at a sum- 
mer carnival and starts the stories rolling. 
I’m not sure yet what story I will read— 
need to get just the right literary rock ‘n’ roll 
feel, you know? 

Heidi W. Durrow: My debut novel, which is 
set in part in Chicago. It’s the story of two 
people dealing with grief and trying to figure 
out how they can create and define what fam- 
ily means anew 

John Sayles: My novel, ‘A Moment in the 
Sun,” which is an epic that takes place 
between 1896 and 1903 in various places in 
the U.S., Cuba and the Philippines. The story 
is told in a mosaic of different characters’ 
experiences and deals thematically with race 
and imperialism. 

As an artist, what’s most interesting 
to you about Chicago? 

HD: The Scandinavian history And the fact 
that my “literary mother,” Harlem Renais- 
sance writer and fellow Afro-Viking, Nella 
Larsen, grew up here. 

JS: I’ve written six or seven screenplays set in 
Chicago— though none has ever been shot 
there — and always love the way the Ameri- 
can story, with all its ups and downs, has 
been played out so passionately in that city. 
Chicago doesn’t bother being subtle about 
what it’s up to.
